More th an 40 y ears ag o Long 
cam e to America from B e r k ­ 
shire, Eng ., to p ractice his trade. 
His fath er had been a saddle- 
m aker and he had learned all 
about saddles, m arting ales, hob­ 
bles, 
muzzles, 
bridles, 
stall 
g uards, blinkers and heel boots 
in his fath er’s shop . 
The old leatherm an is an in­ 
disp ensable adjunct to the rac­ 
ing retinue. In his bridles and 
saddles he uses only the finest 
Eng lish cowhides and p ig skins, 
althoug h American leather 
is 
cheap er. Long feels th a t Ameri­ 
can p roducts cannot 
comp are 
with those of Eng lish tanneries. 
Most veteran 
jockey s facing 
the 
ride’s 
bug aboo—w eig ht- 
m aking —have shown interest in 
a new British saddle, which fully 
rig g ed, weig hs only about 
a 
p ound. Those now used in Ameri­ 
ca weig h any where from a p ound 
and a half to four p ounds, un ­ 
rig g ed. 


Two Saddles Per Jockey 
The new lig ht saddle 
(about 
the same size as an American 
one) is made on a tree or fram e 
of a much lig hter wood. T h at’s 
where the difference comes in.

dles—which cost from $7 5 to 
$100. These are scaled according 
to weig ht so th a t the lead p ads 
will not have to be used in weig ht 
variance.

W ashington — When Dav id J. 
Price 
picks 
u p 
a head line 
screaming “ex plosion,” he packs 
his bag for a q u ick plane rid e to 
the scene. 
This chief of the agricu ltu re 
d epartm ent’s bu reau of chemi­ 
cal research is recognized as the 
world ’s 
ou tstand ing “ex plosion 
d etectiv e” when it comes to 
tracking d own the sou rce of a 
blast. 
With his staff he follows u p 
“clu es” to past ex plosions to ar­ 
rest fu tu re ones. 
The q u ick-ey ed specialist is 
not interested one whit in plain 
d y namite or nitro-gly cerine. Bu t 
any natu ral ex plosion of d u st or 
gas makes his brown ey es sparkle. 
He pores ov er photographs of 
the scene carried in newspapers, 
and calls it “find ing the fu nd a­ 
m entals.” Stu d y ing su ch fu nd a­ 
mentals back in 1917 brou ght 
the d iscov ery with colleagu es in 
the bu reau of mines that coal 
d u st is as great an enemy of 
the miner as coal gas. 
Price also was an early d iscov ­ 
erer of the mou nting d anger of 
d u st ex plosions in the ind u strial 
age. As a resu lt he has helped 
d esign bu ild ings tha t v ent the 
d u st and av oid ignition. 
Once 
a 
great 
ind u strialist 
chanced u pon an article d escrib­ 
ing Price’s work, and recalled he 
had a new plant with a possible 
d u st hazard opening within 24 
hou rs. He sent for Price. 
“You ’ll hav e a d u st ex plosion 
within a d ay after y ou open this 
plant,” Price told the man. 
“How can we prev ent it?” 
“You can’t d o that immed iate­ 
ly , bu t y ou can remov e a seriou s 
d anger to y ou r workmen.” 
Engineers recommend ed open­ 
ing the plant, believ ing Price 
was blowing off a lot of empty 
theory . 
Bu t they d id take his 
ad v ice to v ent the place by re­ 
placing a big section of roofing 
in a d u st lad en cond u it with a 
heav y cloth. 
W ithin 24 hou rs the ex plosion 
Price 
pred icted had occu rred 
bu t it v ented itself harmlessly 
throu gh the cloth roofing. Then 
they called him in again and he 
showed them how to pipe waste 
carbon d iox id e gas front their 
fu rnaces to v u lnerable spots in 
the plant. 
They hav e had no 
trou ble since, becau se carbon 
d iox id e gas is d eath to fire. 
Natu ral ex plosions are simple 
enou gh. They are merely su d ­ 
d en ignitions of 
inflammable 
materials, u su ally gas or fine 
particles. 
The resu lting gases 
req u ire ex pansion within a frac­ 
tion of a second or else an ex ­ 
plosion 
like the New 
Lond on, 
Tex ., school d isaster follows. 
Price d oes not wait for ex plo­ 
sions to occu r natu rally to giv e 
him new problems to stu d y . He 
makes his own at an “ex plosiv e 
gallery ” he has bu ilt in Arling­ 
ton, Va. j 
Price likes to tell how his men 
stopped the fires in the flood 
zone last 
spring — fires that 
were cau sed by water. 
Farmers were pu zzled when 
their barns 
started 
bu rning 
d own after the waters reced ed 
in West Virginia and Ohio. Price 
told them to stick a therm om eter 
in their hay and call a fire d e­ 
partm ent to scatter it when the 


tem peratu re reached 200 d egrees 
Fahrenheit. 
They d id , and the 
barns stopped bu rning. 
The answer is that bacteria in 
water-soaked hay cau sed fer­ 
mentation, and that started heat 
in the heart of the stack.

For th e first few m on th s of th e fray , th e Loy ­ 
alists su ffered defeat after

n en t an d th e in su rgen ts wou ld h av e complete 
con trol of th e cou n try .

Th e gov ern m en t forces are 
m akin g ev ery effort to su rrou n d ev ery con cen ­ 
trated body of th ese troops an d eith er an n ih ilate 
th em or force th em to su rren der.

—and in the south, $5 .6 0. 
Those p aid by the day , with 
few ex cep tions, also are to get 
time and a half for overtime. 
Three soft coal districts, where 
an -estimated 
15 ,000 to 20,000 
miners are emp loy ed, were not 
embraced in the agreement, but 
it was believed in mining circles 
that contracts for them would be 
signed in time. 
They are the 
southern Ap p alachian, or Ten­ 
nessee, the Hazard, Ky ., and the 
Virginia areas.

Moscow (/P)—Russia, by its own 
statistics, got away to an ex ­ 
tremely bad industrial start in 
19 3 7. The outp ut is far below the 
p lan in every key branch ex cep t 
tractor p roduction. 
The crisis in the flv e-y ear-au- 
tomobile industry is ty p ical. 
The great Molotoff factory at 
Gorky , built by American engin­ 
eers like Ford’s Dearborn factory , 
was sup p osed to turn out 8 5 p lea­ 
sure cars daily in 19 3 6 . But its 
daily outp ut only av eraged 20 to 
3 0. 
On January 1, without any an­ 
nouncement, the p lan was cut to 
48 cars daily —but p roduction 
continues at around 3 0. 
Russia has v irtually ceased 
imp orting cars and dep ends up ­ 
on four main p lants. Failure of 
aux iliary p roduction is generally 
blamed for the big four’s slow­ 
down. 
But there are many other v er­ 
sions. Gov ernment newsp ap ers 
attribute it to p oor administra­ 
tive organization; the govern­ 
ment, itself blames “Trotsky ist 
wrecking activ ities”; foreign ob­ 
servers see shaken morale of fac­ 
tory heads following the recent 
wrecking-consp iracy trial, and 
also an ov er-tax ing of ex p ensive 
industrial machinery under the 
Imp etus of the 19 3 6 “sp eed-up ” 
camp aign. 
The 19 3 7 p lan calls for com­ 
p letion of 200,000 cars and trucks. 
But there are those who believe 
the soviets may shortly call on 
the United States again to teach 
them industrial organization and 
p lant management.
